Seriou s Health Problem 
Broaiiu e ind ic a tion is increas­ 
ing in tho Unit d States and pre­ 
sents a considerable health prob­ 
lem. One of the gr at dangers 
comes from ju st su ch conditions 
as are revealed in this letter. A 
person k eeps on tak ing bromides 
regu larly and it becomes so nu - 
.u ral that they fail to ascribe the 
poor health they su ffer to the dru g. 
In fact, they k eep on tak ing more 
*o get rid of the headaches, trcm- 
ling, nau sea, irritability and diz­ 
ziness that tho dru g indu ces, A 
viciou s circle is produ ced. 
The bromide ha l.t is u su ally 
started by a physician’s prescrip­ 
tion. This is most often given for 
the symptoms of chronic alcohol- 
<m or g> ncral nervou sness. Even 
if the physician warns that the 
dru g shou ld not bo k ept u p after 
the prescription ru ns ou t, the 
warning is often forgotten. 
Bromide Bash 
Then some clay the bromide 
habitu e wonders what the u gly 
sk in eru ption on the face is. Acne 
is an easy explanation, and local 
treatment is started with external 
applications. A patient came to 
mc once with great pu stu lar fu ng- 
ating eru ptions on the sk in of the 
legs. They had been there months, 
while she took her daily dose of 
bromides, not realizing it was a 
bromide rash. 
The sk in eru ptions are, how­ 
ever, not the only signs of chronic 
bromide intoxication. One person 


will su ddenly go into a confu sed 
mental state bordering en a co­ 
matose condition. Another will de­ 
velop ataxia, or inability to walk 
steadily. When reaching for ob­ 
jects they will miss them by sev­ 
eral feet. Another will be noticed 
for the slu rring speech, and gait 
with feet wide apart. Plenty su ch 
patients are pu zzles when ad­ 
mitted to hospitals becau se they 
are so du ll mentally that they fail 
to give the one illu minating point 
in the history, their habit of tak ­ 
ing bromides, and the family does 
not k now abou t it. 
Bromides stay in the blood a 
long lime and tend to accu mu late 
ani accu mu late. Even after the 
bromide is stopped, it does not all 
g( t cu t of the system for months. 
Its cu lmination can be hastened 
greatly by feeding sodiu m chloride 
—-common salt. For those patients 
who need tq tak e bromide* over a 
long period of time, it shou ld be 
insisted that they tak e plenty of 
salt along with it.
